Letters by the ordinary Poft from 
Bologna advis'd, that Lieutenant Collonel Locatelli 
being come thither on the Parc of Prince Bugene to 
treat with the Abbot Riviera about the Contribu- 
tions demanded of the Ecclefiaftical Srate, they 
agreed together that the Germans fhould be furnith’d 
with acertain Quantity of Corn, &c, not as Con- 
tributions bur as an Equivalent for the Damage they 
fuffer’d at Figarolo ; that in-the mican Time the 
Imperialifts fhould retire out of the Ecclefiaftical 
State ; that fome of them had thereupon dDegun to 
the Po near Lago {curo ; and ‘that the Abbot 


iviera was gone agen from thence to Milan, to 


talk further with Prince Eugene. We have fince re- 
ceiv’d Letrers from Bologna dated the sft Inftant, 
which tell us that*an Exprefs from Rome had 
brought Difpatches for the Pope’s Legate, importing 
that bis Holinefs difapprov’d the Agreement made 
by the Abbor Riviera, and was refolv’d not to 
furnifh any Contributions, that Ke might preferve 
the Neutrality and Soveraignty of the Ecclefiaftical 
State ; and that the Imperial Troops which were in 
Motion to retire out of the Ferrareze, had thereupon 
return’d to their Quarters. The Troops that were 
employ’d againft the Citadel of Modena, are 
march’d from thence to Mirandola to block up that 
Place the clofer. °Tis advis'd from Modena, that 
the French Garrifon of Monte-Alfonfo in the Graf- 
fagnana, furrendred the 20th of February to the 
Duke of Modena, upon Capitulatign, purfuant to 
which they and their Baggage were to be conducted 
into the Mantuan. ’Twas expected the Garrifon 
of Seftola would do the like. 

Bergamo, Feb. 28. They write from Milan, that 
Preparations were making for attacking the Caftle 
in 3 Places, on the Arrival of the laft Troops that 
were expected to reinforce thofe employ’d in the 
Siege. General Taun has the Direétion of the {aid 
Siege, and has under him the Princes of Wirtem- 
berg and Saxe-Gotha; and under them the Majors 
General Conigfeck, Arach, Zumjungen, and Bone- 
fana, relieve the Trenches by Turns.
